The plaintiff was then given a contract 
for one year, calling for a salary of 550 
per month, with emoluments and the 
rent of his tenement, 
which

bring the total up to 537. 
Later some one wrote to the holy 


synod In Athens, and the officers of the 
church claimed that the;' had received 
word that he had no dispensation to 
minister In the office in Manchester, 
and for that reason he was discharged. 


In answer the priest says that the

Yesterday the criminal'court opened the March session here, but did 


not have business enough to occupy its attention.later than fie noon hour. 
That speaks well for Lowell, yet. that condition has prevailed for over a 
year, nnd for a city of over 100,000 population it, is a'remarkable record. 
We are free to say that it indicates an absence of crime uot paralleled in 
any other city in the state, or perhaps we might say, in.the entire country. 
The cases that came before the court yesterday were comparatively unim- 
portant. 
Thero was not a felony among them. 


This record is all tho more surprising, inasmuch as we have a. large, 


number of foreign nationalities here, oomo of them crowded together in 
congested districts where it might ho expected that conflict and differences 
would frequently arise. 
But tho harmony with which they meet nnd mingle 


is astonishing. 
The chief offences arc drunkenness and potty larceny, both 


had enough, it is true, but not to bo compared with the deeds of desperadoes 
who engage in hold-ups nnd burglarious undertakings.

The question arises as to what brought about the decrease in crime, 


and so far as it can be explained, tho credit must bo given to Judge Hartley 
and Supt. Welch. 
They have handled offenders in ji manner that lias 


reformed many and restrained others.

The efforts of Probation Officer Slattery have also been attended with 


good results, although ho has a difficult task on hand to hold some of the 
diunkards iu check. 
Altogether this reputation that .the Lowell police 


department has made is very' gratifying to tho community. 
It proclaims 


. to the world that in no city in the country is t!;ero greater security for 


person and properly than in Lowell, for strangs to say our fire department 
is quite as successful in preventing bad tires as our police department in 
'preventing serious crimes. 


SCHOOL NEEDED FOR TRAINING

time in acquiring excellence in his business. 
After acquiring fho rudi- 


montary knowledge of his business, ho joins the union and then gets the 
saino pay ns the best of his colleagues. 
Where every man gets tho same 


pay according to tho scalo there is not much inducement for nny man to 
spend time attaining higher skill iu his trade or calling. 
Thnt'rntiy explain 


in some degree tho too general uniformity among the members of building 
crafts. 
Wo know a largo construction company in Boston that Cuds it 


impossible to get a sufficient number of competent foremen from the regular 
workmen. 
As a result graduates of Technology are drafted to take 


charge of jobs. 
These arc not practical men, viz.: they 
haven't 
(he 


manual skill to take hold and do a job themselves but (hey can direct ofhors 
how to do it. 
It would be well to have a school of tho building trades to 


train men for this particular duty. 
The position of foreman with a 


responsible construction company is one to which a good salary is attached 
because such mc'ii .arc scarce.

With a training school for--forcmcn, men now in subordinate positions 


in the building hades could advance several slops higher, whereas at pres- 
ent they find this impossible. 
The Textile snuooLtraiiis men to take ehnrgo 


of departments in colton and woolon factories, but it docs.not afford the 
average worker much of au opportunity to get ahead. 
It it did, men who 


have been in tlio wills for some years might ho advanced to higher plncos.

Among the causes for this 
loss of Influence, he said, was tlie de- 
votion of too much space to crime and 
domestic infelicity. Because the pub- 
lic seem to demand news'of this de- 
scription, he'sald, was no reason that 
it should be used. A journalist should 
not sell things that are not good for 
the pub lie. to read. 


Another oyll, Mr. Bryan declared, js 


the discussion o'f public questions from 
a sensational standpoint. For exam- 
ple, 
he decried the manner In which 


the present movement of troops is be- 
ing described: in' some 
newspapers 


Such discussion is ap[, he-said, to en- 
gender a situation which might easily 
caus,a an international controversy. 
Editorials which do not express the 


opinion of the writers, but are ordered 
by the business offices of the papers, 
are another great, evil,, declared Mr. 
Bryan, who said: "The greatest men- 
ace to our country today Is the pollu- 
tion of the editorial and news columns 
by interests-that are practicing'grand 
larceny on the people. Many of our 
great newspapers aro owned by Inter- 
ests whlch'have their hands In tho 
nockets of tho people and use tho pa- 
pers to chloroform tho readers." 


Mr. Bryan advocated the passage of 


i law which would compel newspapers 
to publish not only the names of their 
nominal owners but also the holders 
of mortgages upon the properties,
